It ie said that in » bull issued by 
Pope Innocent in 1484 he charged 
inquisitors and others to discover 
apd destroy all such as were 
of witchcraft, The edict of 
1484 was eubsequently enforced by 
a bull of Alexander VI. in 14%, of 
Leo X. in 1681 and of Adrian VI. 
in 1522, each adding strength to its 
predecessor, and the whole to in- 
crease the agitation of the public 
mind on the eubject. 


The resulta’ were dreadful. A 
session of society. Everyone was at 
the mercy of his neighbor. If any- 
one felt an unaccountable illness 
or a peculiar pain in any part of 
the body, or suffered any misfor- 
or affairs, or i 
a storm arose ahd committed any 

by sea or land, the cause 
of it was witchcraft. To be accused 
was to be doomed, for it rarely 
happened that proof was wanting 
or that condemnation was not fol- 
lowed by execution. 

A few extracts from the work of 
Dr. Hutchinson will show the ex- 
tent of these proceedings: 

“AD, 1448—Cumanas, an inqui- 
sitor, burned 41 poor women for 
witches in the country of Burlia, 
Italy, in one year. About the same 
time Alciat, a famous lawyer, in his. 
Parergu says: ‘One inquisitor 
burned 100 in Piedmont, and pro- 
ceeded daily to burn more, till the 
people rose against the inquisitor 
and chased him out of the country.’ 

“A.D. 1594—About this time 4 
thousand were burned in one year,

together.’’ 

From other authorities it is 
learned that the devastation was as 


| great in Spain, France and north-

The Gould Millions. 


Mr. George J. Gould, the head of 
the Gould family, is a millionaire 
who is conscious of the responsi- 
bilities entailed by great wealth. 
He has a family of six children, and 
they are all being trained for defi- 
nite careers, though in the course 
of time they will inherit millions of 
money between them. 

The story of how the Goulds 
amassed wealth partakes of a ro- 
mantic nature. Jay Gould, the 
founder of the family fortunes, 
etasted life at fifteen as a store 
clerk. He worked from six in the 
morning until ten at night, and in 
order to improve his education he 
was accustomed to rise at three in 
the morning. In this manner he 
acquired a knowledge of mathema- 
ties, and secured a post ag assistant 
to a surveyor. Gradually he ac- 
quired a sum of $500, and with this 
capital he started on his own as a 
maker of maps. His work was of 


long he found his capital had in- 
creased to # round 85,000. Then 
he migrated to New York and be- 
came a leather merchant. — 

For years he struggled along un- 
til his great chance came. The Erie 
Railroad was on the brink of ruin, 
but Jay Gould saw that if properly 
worked it 
prosperous concern. He succeeded, 
jn conjunction with two partners, 
in securing sufficient capital to buy 
up the stock, and in « short space 
of time they had made five millions 
between them out of the railroad. 
Jay Gould continued to buy up ne- 
glected railways, and eventually 
made his pile. 

At his death he left fifteen mil- 
lions to his eldest son, George, 
whilet his four other children re- 
ceived ten millions each. It was 
laid down in the wil) that George 
Gould should look after the money, 
and so successfully has he done this 
that he has increased the family 
pile-to one hundred millions.

the decamated villages. 

These wrethchad people were 
mutilated by having « cross cut 
from the chin to the abdomen, and 
left to find their way as best they 
could, to seek British protection. 
So frequently did this happen that 
the very hyenas, the most cowardly. 
of beasts, had: plucked up courage 
to dog and attack these miserable 
pilgrims as they came downto the 
ooast.

Admiralty’s Plan Carried Out by 
Steamship Companies. 


Phe decision of the White Star 
Yane to arm its new steamer Cera- 
mic, which will be the largest boat 
in the Australian trade, in accor- 
dance with the British Admiralty’s 
plans for the defence of merchant 
ships, disposes of the contention 
that its fleet does-not come within 
the scope of that scheme. This was 
pointed out when the question was 
first raised, os also was the fact of 
the agreement which was concluded 
between Gerald Balfour, as presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, and the 
late J. Pierpont Morgan on Sep- 
tember 27, 1902, to the effect that 
the British companies in the com- 
bine were to remain British, ‘‘not 
merely “nominally, but in reality.” 

In addition to the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet Company's steamers 
Aragon and Amazon, which carry 
two 4.7 inch guns each, several 
Peninsular and Oriental liners are 
provided with gun platforms, while 
the Houlder boats La Rosarina el 
Uruguayo, La Negra el Paraguayo 
and La Correntina, running be- 
tween Liverpool and the River 
Plate, are being similarly equipped. 

It is also reported that the two 
Union Castle liners recently order- 
ed at Belfast and the Pacific Steam 
Navigation Company’s Andes will 
be fitted for guns. The Cunard 
liners Lusitania and Mauretania, 
which were built under a subven- 
tion from the Admiralty, are of 
course in a different class.

ing the value of Dr. Friedmann's 
treatment, the Canadian Associa 
tion forsthe Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis nominated a committee of 
five members to study and report 
upon the cases inoculated by Dr. 
Friedmann at Montreal, Ottawa, 
Toronto and London. That com 
mittee has added. to itself those 
physicians who have under obser- 
vation the cases treated in those 
cities. The committee thus const! 
tuted reports that it has carefully 
studied the case histories of the pa- 
tients inocula by Dr. Fried- 
mann.

TUBERCULOSIS CURE. 
French Physician Says Pearl Is the 
Qyster’s Weapon. 


A: novel treatment for tuberoulo- | 
sis is being studied by Prof. Ra- | 
phuel Dubois of Lyons, France. | 
For the present he refrains from | 
drawing any conclusions or making | 
any predictions from the experi- 
ments he has made. Prof. Dubois | 
has made a special study of the na-| 
ture and formation of pearls, and it 
was on his suggestion that the use | 
of X-rays to discover which oysters 
contained pearls was adopted. The 
pearl is, according to his theory, 4 
calcareous secretion made by, the 
oyster to protect itself from an in- 
This parasite 1s 
frequently of a verminous nature, | 
so that. the pearl is but the brilliant 
coffin of a worm, but in many other 
cases the parasite is a micrococcus, | 
which Prof. Dubois has succeeded | 
in cultivating in an appropriate me- | 
cium. 

But an oyster is not the only be- | 
ing which reacts in this manner 
against a menacing pathogenic | 
agent. A consumptive cures him- 
self of his ill when the microbes | 
which are destroying his lungs have | 
been isolated, enclosed in a caleare- | 
ous product. For this reason it has 
been argued that it is only neces- 
sary to enrich a tuberculous body 
in chalk to allow the calcareous 6e- 
cretions to take the place of the de- 
structive lesions due to the Koch 
bacilli. 

It has been found, however, that 
certain consumptives might add 
chalk to their organism without the 
slightest benefit, and could even 
adopt the old-time remedy of pow- 
dered bones, which Prof. Robin has 
brought back into fashion, without 
improving their condition. 

He analyzed the concretions 
formed around the tuberculous 
parts of the lungs of two oxen and 
around the liver of a pig, which 
were recovering from tuberculosis, 
and was astonished to find a micr- 
coceus identical with that which he 
had found in the centre of the 
pearls of certain oysters. . 

He inoculated twelve guinea pigs 
with tuberculosis bacilli and then 
inoculated them with this micro- 
coceus. Ten months later one only 
was dead; the others had overcome 
the disease.

CARING FOR WOUNDS. 


Ship’s Officers Are Often Forced to 
Tackle Surgical Problems. 


Most of the big ocean liners carry 
doctors, but on the smaller steamers 
and the’ sailing craft the captain 
or one of the officers has to diagiiose 
and treat in cases of sickness or 
accident. When driven to it by ne- 
cessity it is marvellous whiat these 
amateura accomplish with the little 
knowledge they possess. 

Men who have been dangerously 
ill with pneumonia or hernia have 
been pulled round, and there are 
records of major operations at sea 
which have saved the lives of the 
patients. Broken bones are well 
set and huge lacerated wounds skil- 
fully approximated. There are in- 
stances of neglect, too, which, in 
the eyes of surgeons, are wicked. A 
vessel recently arrived at Sydney, 
Australia, on which a sailor had 
fallen from aloft and sustained a 


compound fracture of his shinbone.| pay with black guns bristling over |

The break was a dreadful one, for 
a piece of the bone had snapped off 
and stuck in the deck, where it had 


been allowed to remain as a.curio. |

It is universally accepted that 
| sheep droppings under lke condi- 
|tions contain a larger amount of} 
| fertility than that from cither the 
| horse, cow or hog. One of the de- 
;sirable features of this produce is 
ithe uniform distribution made by 
ithe sheep over the land. In the 
‘leading European countries, such 
as England, Scotland, France and 
| Germany, the value of sheep in im- 
| proving impoverished or naturally 
lthin soils has been recognized for 
lcenturies.

Oats aad Peas. 


Every year I am coming to ap- 
preciate the value of oats and peas 
as a summer forage for the dairy 
cattle and as a sourcé of protein 
for winter feéding, writes a prom- 
inent farmer. These crops are be- 
coming more popular every year in 
this section, They are very palat-[/ 
able and nourishing, easy to euty 
and handle, and come at a time)’ 
when the pastures are short and] 
dry. ci 

A succession of sowings will af- 
ford green feed or a number of 
weeks. These crops should be sown 
as early‘as possible, and the ideal 
way is to. sow the peas broadcast 
and plow them in about four in- 
ches deep with a one-horse plow. 
After four or five days put in_the 
oats about two inches deep: They 
will come up about the same time 
and the peas will fill better and/stay 
green longer for being planted 
deep. 

On account of the rush of work 
during the spring and uncertain 
weather conditions, we usually mix 
the two kinds of seeds and com- 
promise by drilling as deep as pos- 
sible, putting in both kinds of seeds 
at one operation. 

The ground should be rolled and 
planked so that the crop can be cut 
with a mowing machine or scythe. 
I prefer to use about two bushels 
of peas to one of oats, although I 
frequently vary the amounts ‘ac- 
cording to the price of the pea seed. 

For cutting green it is best to 
make a number olgsowings about a 
week or ten days apart... Two or 
three acres of good land should 
furnish enough forage for 25 or 30

SWAT THE SPARROW NOW. 


Pr 


The Chirpy Little Bird Is a Nuis- 
ance in City and Country. 


To the slogan of ‘‘Swat the Fly”’ 
might well be added that of ‘‘Kill 
the Sparrow.’’ Flies and sparrows 
belong im the same class as nuis- 
ances and menaces to health, says 
a writer in a health magazine. 

Most birds deserve to be protect- 
ed for some service they perform. 
but when all the evidence has been 


submitted in the sparrow’s case it}- 


will stand condemned. Perhaps it 
occasionally: eats ‘a harmful worm, 
but the greater part of its food is 
of grain. Then, it is the constant 
enemy of native birds which, unlike 
iteelf, live mostly on worms and 
insects that are injurious to trees 
and crops, 

For many years the sparrow was 
unknown except in the towns, and 
it gained the name of ‘‘town bird.”’ 
But it later years it has spread all 
over the country, until now it ls 
probably a greater nuisance on the 
farm than in the city. The spar- 
row’s habit of living always near 
settlements and in sheltered places 
makes it a most prolific bird. It is 
almost independent of the seasons 
in breeding. Several broods of as 
many as seven or eight birds may 
be reared. in a year. 

The sparrow hglps to spread dis- 
eases by building nests upon or 
near houses, Building on houses is 
especially a menace to health in the 
country, where people catch water 
from the roofs to fill their cisterns. 
The nests aro of such construction 
that, they are likely harbors for var- 
jous sorts of vermin and germs.

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PEDIGREE WHEAT. 


Experiments Made in England and 
Sweden. 


Experiments made im Sweden 
with a view to obtaining a ‘‘pedi- 
gree’’ wheat were referred to in a 
recent lecture by Prof. T. B. Wood, 
of Cambridge, England, at the Roy- 
al Institution. 

The two important characteris 
ties which the farmer wanted, the 
lecturer said, were a good quality 
and a large yield. Comparison of 
the yield per acre over 10 years in 
Lancashire, 25 bushels, and in Mon- 
mouthshire, 26 bushels, indicated 
at once, he said, that soil and clim- 
ate were responsible to a large €x- 
tent, and meteorologists were of the 
opinion that the weather during the 
autumn sowing in o large measure 
determined the yield. The average 
yield per acre in different coun- 
tries: Denmark, 42.1 bushels; 
Great Britain, 32.9 bushels; Can- 
ada, 17.6 bushels; India, 11.4 bush- 
els; and Russia, 10 bushels. 

Experiments at Cambridge and 
other places showed that there was 
no relation between the size of the 
ear, the size of the grain, or the 
number of stems and the bulk of 
the crop. Both squarehead and 
rivet, one of which had a emall ear 
and the other a large, gave an al- 
most equal yield. In this connec- 
tion Professor Wood pointed ‘out 
that the efforts to obtain a pedigree 
wheat had been unavailing. In 
Sweden, by mechanical separators, 
they had picked the largest grains 
from the largest ears out of succes- 
sive crops, but the result was act- 
ually not so good as that obtained 
from an ordinary sowing.

How to Make Ice-cream 
- Without a Freezer 


The housekeeper who wishes to 
make icecream only once in a while 
does not always like to invest in an 
ice cream freezer. But very 
frozen cream can be achieved without 
the regulation freezer. An expert 
housekeeper gives the following direc- 
tions: 

Get an ordinary water bucket and a 
glass fruit jar with a metal top that 
screws on tightly. Put the mixture 
you want'to freeze in the jar but do 
not fillit full, to allow of expansion. 
Then put a layer of cracked ice and a 
layer of salt in the bottom of the buc- 
ket. Putthe jar on top of this and 
then fill the bucket with salt and ice, 
using about one-third as much salt as 
ice. When the . bucket is fill 
the metal top of the fruit jar should 
be above the ice. € 
stout cord and make one turn about 
the top of the jar, letting the string 
fit into the threads of the jar top. 
Then take the long ends of the cord 
and pull them alternately. This will 
cause the jar to whirl first one way 
Keep this upa 


with a long speon scrape the frozen 
cream from its sides. Close it and 
whirl it some more. 

And then there is another way that 


the thing can be done without any | 


whirling. This is a good thing for in- 
valids. Take an ordinary jelly glass 
with a tight-fitting metal top. Put 
your material for the cream or ice in 
this. ‘Then bury it a mixture of ice 
and salt and leave it there for a few 
hours. If you wish to get a good sol- 
id mould it is well to open the jelly 
glass every fifteen minutes and scrape 
the frozen cream from the sides.

To Teach Agriculture in 
Ontario High Schools 


The Education Department has an- 
nounced its intention of adding a 
course of study in agriculture to the 
curriculum of the High Schools and 
Collegiate Institutes, when they open 
in September. Thestudents will carry 
on their experiments in suitable plots 
of ground, with which all schools will 
be provided. 

The larger partof the grant of $115,- 
000 that was received by the Province 
from the Federal Government for this 
pu will be expended in extending 
the summer school for teachers at the 
Ontario Agricultural College, Guelph, 
where special courses are held for High 
School teachers. 

To High School teachers taking up 
this work will be paid $75 and the 
school boards employing them will be 
given grants of $100. 

To aid in this new venture the De- 
partment of Education will grant $0) 
to every Pablie or Separate school 
board employing a teacher holding a 
certificate of agriculture. The teach- 
er'’s salary will be augmented with a 
$8) bonus given by the department. 

Courses are also open to inspectors 
of rural schools for the purpose of 
stimulating interest of agricultural

ship was early corrupted and at 
last superseded almost entirely by 
idolatry.

«The mountain of God ae 
Horeb—The names ‘‘Sinai’ and 
“Horeb’’ are used practically in- 
terchangeably in the Old Testa- 
ment. As in our present passage, 
so in 1 Kings 19. 8, the name 
“Horeb’’ is used following the de- 
signation ‘‘the mountain of God.”’ 
In this and subsequent lessons we 
shall assume that Mount Sinai is 
somewhere near the southern point 
of the peninsula between the Gulf 
of Akabah, and not far from the 
northern end of the Red Sea itself. 
It has been suggested by sonic mod- 
ern scholars that the mountain, the 
exact location of which has never 
been determined, should rather be 
sought farther to the northeast in 
the hill country of Seir, north o 
the Gulf of Akabah.

Bee Diseases 


Again the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture, Fruit Branch, is making 
strenuous efforts to check the ray 
ef European Foul Brood in Ontario. 
Hastings County is right in the centre 
of this diseased district. Besides 
holding a demonstration, an In- 
spector has been doing all he can to 
warn those on the outskirts of the 
diseased district what to expect, what 
it looks like, and how to avoid it. 

The Italianizing of all black bees 
and the practice of stimulative feeding 
during spring, when nectar is a scarce 
article, are the chief remedies recom- 
mended. The reasons for these re- 
mendations are easily seen. The 
Italian bee has been proven to be 
much more .resistant to the disease, 
and will clean out the dead larvae 
from thecells eg readily (something. 
that the black seems loathe to do). 
Ex ence has taught that the bee 
will also clean Out: much more readily 
during a honey flow, and in 
order to start them off early an 
artificial flow is’ provided. is is 
known as stininlative feeding. Those 
who are interested should take the 
matter of inspection «pon their own 
shoulders and caréfully read over the 
latest bulletin éntitled ** Bee Diseases ” 

This may be obtained from the de- 
partment at Stirling or Guelph: The 
description of the disease is very 
clear and concise, and if doubt 
is felt after an examination of the 
brood chamber the Department Ke- 
presentatives would be only too glad 
to help in getting a correct diagnosis.

Lesson V. The Plagues of Egypt—| 
Psa. 105, 23-36. Golden Text, 
Matt. 23. 12. 


Our lesson passage is taken from 
one of the so-called historical 
psalms, in which-later generations 
in Israel commemorated the good | 
ness and guidance of Jehovah dur- | 
ing the earlier period of the na-| 
tions development.

Average Yields 


Acommon question round the fac- 
tory receiving platform is “how are 
the cows doing”. What a volume of 
thought that suggests! If they are 
doing well itis because of good feed 
and careful attention; or may it be 
despite the feed and care which they 
deserve bat do not get?’ Leaving 
aside the questions of weather, breed, 
hereditary and aggre of flow of 
milk, is it possible to account for the 
remarkable differences in yield that 
are to be fonnd? For instance, the 
dairy division at Ottawa found in one 
locality 100 cows that gave 3000 Ibs. of 

‘fat last month, but 100 cows close by 
in the same county gave only 2,500 Ibs, 
of fat. Another lot of 100 cows ina 
nearby county gave only 2,200 Ibs. 

Is the ordinary factory: patron's 
herd keyed up to the pitch of credit- 
able performaace, or is it fust jogging 
along in the old rut of “average » 
vields? Suppose the patron ascer- 
‘tains his here is doing “about as well ” 
as his neighbor's does it not seem a 

great pity that his ambition shoukt 
end there.
